The City Council election race

If the people are satisfied with 
the highest tax rate of any city 
around the bay, then the election 
is pretty much of a cut-and-dried 
affair with the interested daily 
hewspapers studiously endeavor- 
ing to play down election news in 
the hope of keeping the voting 
quiet. In which case, it is argued 
that those who are interested, fi- 
nancially or otherwise, in the 
present political set-up will get 
their friends out and vote... . 
Which in turn, will assure the 
election of their favored candi- 
dates; and leaving the rest of us 
who would like a change, up-the- 
creek-without-a-paddle. 

OTHER CITIES’ ELECTIONS 
. This “quiet election” strategy 
seems to have worked in the re- 
cent school board race and in the 
municipal elections in Oakland 
last Tuesday. 

On, the. other hand, and at the- 
very same time, ‘‘oppogition’’ 
forces have completely changed 
the governmental set-up in the 
cities of Alameda and Pittsburg— 
and there you are! After all, 
‘‘Healey was elected’’ seems to be 
the rallying cry which gives en- 
couragement to those of us who 
believe that the city political ma- 
chine is in for a ‘trimming.’ 

The problem of classifying the 
candidates according to this issue 
of “making a change” is compli- 
cated by the great personal popu- 
larity of many of the candidates— 
and their personal angle beclouds 
the issue in elections like this 
which are “close to home.” 


THE INCUMBENTS 

Two incumbent councilmen are 
in the field: Walter J. Johnson, 
motor transport contractor, who 
gained office six years ago when 
he lived at Point Richmond, and 
Dr. Amos B. Hinkley, who -was 
high man in that election and has 
since run twice for county office. 
Unquestionably the two will make 
a strong: race, as will “Lud” M 
Johnson, automobile service deal- 
er, and John &. Bell, former 
Standard Oil employee. Neither 
makes ‘“‘campaign promises’ or 
enunciates .a «platform, relying 
upon. the voters to elect them on 
the basis of their personal judg- 
ment, As does Joe Perasso, the 
battery man, who must-be conced- 
ed a very strong organization vote 
which may carry him through to 
wictory.

The bequest of about $250,000 to 
the United States «government by 
the late Supreme Court Justice Olit- 
ver Wendell Holmes hag, aroused 
mucp .curlosity, as ‘to; previous’ be- 
aude éf this’ charagter.. 7 

Since 1862, when the first out- 
right bequest, of $1,005, was made 
to the government, a total of $1,- 
576,022.42 has been received in such 
gifts, exclusive of that.of the late 
ex-justice. The largest amount re- 
ceived in any one year was. $971,- 
360.26, in 1883. 

The Holmes gift is belleved to be 
the greatest of the kind, The larg- 
est previous one of which thére is 
public knowledge was bequeathed 
hy a man who died in 1889, The 
donor in that case left his entire 
estate to the United States,,and the 
government eventually realized $103,- 
289.87, ry. 

On the books of the treasury be- 
quests and gifts of an uncondi- 
tional nature are listed as “miscel- 
laneous receipts, donations to the 
United States.” They become ' a 
part of the ‘general. fund of the 
treasury, from which government 
expenditures are met under con- 
gressional appropriation. 

In addition to unconditional gifts. 
the treasury has received a num- 
ber of contributions made for spe- 
cific purposes. One of the largest 
of these was the gift of $508,318.46 
of James Smithson, an English- 
man, received in, 1838 for the pur 


pose of founding at Washington an 
“institution. for the increase and 
diffusion of knowledge among men,” 
This gift resulted in the establish- 
ment of the Smithsonian institution.

819.15 has been received. 

The treasury maintains. a sepa- 
rate account for the so-called “con- 
sciénce fund,” though this. like the 
outright “donations,” is &ed for 
general expenditures. The  con- 
science fund dates from 1811, when 
an unidentified person, claiming to 
have defrauded the government, 
sent $5 to the treasury. Other de- 
posits ‘of similar character. brought 
the total for that year to $250. 

No further deposit appears to 
have been, mate in the fund until 
1827, when $6: was received. but up 
to February 1, 1935, a total of $617,- 
828.52 was received, including the 
record sum of $54,923.15 during 
1916. 

Moneys for this account are usua)- 
ly in small amounts, from a postage 
stamp up. although occasional de- 
posits of several thousand dollars 
are received. The money most often 
is sent anonymously, with a state 
ment to the effect that the con- 
tributor at some time defrauded the 
government in some way, such as 
using a postage stamp the second 
time, failing to pay duties on ar- 
ticles brought into the country, 
evading income taxes or stealing 
government property. — New York 
Times, .
